WRITE A NOVEL IN A MONTH 

If you like to write, get ready for November. Write a 50,000 word novel and 

submit it before the end of November and you're a winner! 



You have read all the Harry Potter Books, watched 
the movies, and you are excited. You wonder if you 
could write as interesting a book. Can you? Well you 
may be able to find out soon. November is "Novel 
Writing Month". It started in a small way in the U.S 
as National Novel Writing Month 10 years ago, but 
has now become so popular and with the help of com- 
puters, is organised on the internet so people all over 
the world can participate. What this event requires is 
that you write 50,000 words in the 30 days of No- 
vember! So how much is 50,000 words? There are no 
judges, no prizes, and no entrance fees. If you partici- 
pate, it'll have to be for the love of writing. Also, if you 
submit the novel by the deadline and it satisfies the 
word count you will be declared a "winner" along with 
others who did so. Remember though, that there is an 
October 30 deadline to register and the lines may be 
jammed, so get your registration in early.lt is interest- 
ing to note that the total number of words submit- 
ted in 2008 was, 1,643,343,993! If you re wondering 
whether these "novels" were published, you'll be dis- 
appointed to hear that most of them were not. This 
is not surprising, because writing 50,000 words a 



month is not easy and here the accent is on quantity 
and not quality. If you really want to write a novel of 
this length and get it published, you'll have to work 
hard after the event, edit, and polish your work be- 
fore you submit it to publishers. Believe it; you will 
be relieved when you are able to type those two little 
magic words, "The End!" However, the thrill of writ- 
ing will inspire confidence in you. The Novel Writ- 
ing Month requires you to register on the website 
http:/ / www*nanowrimo*org/ before November. 
The rules are simple. The motto of the event is "No 
Plot! No Problem!" When the event started in San 
Francisco, U.S. in 1999 with just 21 people there we 
no rules except that the total number of words should 
be at least 50,000 and it should be written in No- 
vember. However, participants seemed to want rules! 
So the club made some rules: 
The word count cannot be less than 50,000. 
It has to be a novel. 

It has to be emailed to the"NaNoWriMo" office by 
Pacific Standard Time (1ST -12.5 hours,) on No- 
vember 30 for the word count to be done.

Facebook is now one of the most popular social 
networking systems for students and working adults 
across the world but at one point this wasn't the case. 
Facebook has a long history that was started in 2004 
when it was founded by Mark Zuckerberg as an 
online meeting place for students at the prestigious 
Harvard University. Originally the site was called 
The Facebook (named after the paper facebooks that 
describe members of the college community so that 
incoming students have the ability to easily learn 
about the other people on campus). 
Due to the success of Facebook, it expanded to sev- 
eral other colleges. Some of these colleges included 
Boston College and all of the Ivy League colleges. 
When the site continued to gain popularity everyone 
with an university email address was allowed to join. 
With The Facebook growing in popularity the own- 
ers decided to drop the article the from the name of 
the site, simply calling it Facebook. The domain was 
purchased for $200,000 American. 
In 2006 high schools were finally allowed to join 
the Facebook network. Finally in late 2006, anyone 
over the age of 13 was allowed to join the Facebook 
network. 

From that point Facebook has expanded as to what 
it is known as today, one of the largest social net- 
working websites in existence.
